
Jonathan H. Pittman-Biographical Summary  

 

Jonathan H. Pittman is currently the Assistant Deputy Attorney General for the Civil Litigation 

Division of the Office of the Attorney General for the District of Columbia, where he assists in 

managing the Civil Litigation Division. The Civil Litigation Division defends the District of 

Columbia, its agencies and employees in torts actions, civil rights actions and employment actions 

brought in the Superior Court for the District of Columbia and the United States District Court for the 

District of Columbia. From September 2012 until April 1, 2016, Mr. Pittman was a Section Chief in 

the Civil Litigation Division, where he supervised the attorneys and staff in one of the Civil 

Litigation Division’s litigation sections. From 1991 to 2012 Mr. Pittman was an associate and then 

partner in private practice with the Washington, D.C. office of Crowell & Moring LLP, where he 

represented commercial clients in complex civil litigation in courts throughout the country at both the 

trial court and appellate levels, primarily in large insurance coverage disputes concerning 

environmental and mass tort liabilities. Mr. Pittman received a bachelor’s degree in Economics from 

Vassar College in 1985 and received a law degree from Vanderbilt University School of Law in 

1990. Following graduation from law school, Mr. Pittman moved to the District of Columbia where 

he served as a law clerk to the Honorable John A. Terry of the D.C. Court of Appeals from 1990 until 

1991.
